rebels to thelr knees, He was the leader, and
he slone. He had been dolng more than play
gdif and remd novels. And then, having
given thin IJHustration snd proof of his
strength, he went farth and resigned, leaving
behind him & chorus of lumentations.
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FROM TRIPOLI TO THE TRENTINO

The Army of Veterans, Regathered and Redrilled, That Italy
Throws Into War'’s Crucible—How the War Dogs Face
Each Other Across the Tyrolean Alps.

By CHARLES
URING the last eight months Italy has
heen preparing step by step for the crisls

with Austria. 1t is violating no confidence to
sny that nt the outbreak of the war last.
August the nation was far from fit for par-
tielpation In tha struggle. At that time the
mobile forees on land conmisted of approxi-
mately 400,000 men of all arms, about half of
whom wera veterans of the Tripolitan cam-
palgn. Since then the army authorities have
unostentatiously ealled now this, now that
class of reservea until there are todny with
the colors something llke 1,200,000 men, and
very probably more. Thers are still to be
summoned the “"moblle militin” and the “ter-
ritorial miiitia,” corrdsponding respectively
to the Cerman Landwehr nnd Landsturm.
With these In the ranks the total strength of
the Ttallan army will fall not far short of
2,000,000 men, all under 40 years of age.

Of thess forces, fully a quarter of a mil-
lion are cspecinlly tralned for Alpine fight-
ing, even In ordinary times, and since Inst
August the mountaln maneuvers have taken
place on a gradually increasing scale; for a
great part of the early operations in any
conflict with Austrin must necessarily take
place among the high peaks of the Austro-
Itallan border, In fact, there have been for
gome time concentrated nt Verona, only 25 |
miles from the boundary line, Italian troops |
to the pumber of half a million.
